At the’ end of the series of confer- 
ences in Paris last night it was an- 
nounced that the German and French 
ministers had agreed on the principles 
on which financial relief might be ex- 
tended to the reich and that the con- 
ferences would be resumed in London 
today. 

Secretary Stimson, Secretary Mel- 
lon and the British foreign secretary, 
Arthur Henderson, left Paris during 
the afternoon and arrived in London 
last night, where preparations were 
already virtually completed for the 
opening of the parleys this evening. 

A wave of householders’ buying 
struck Germany Saturday, prompted 
by fears ‘of a fall in the value of the 
mark, and yesterday the streets and 
cafes were thronged with people 
anxious to get the news from Paris. 

The German and French ministers 
will leave Paris today for London, 
probably on the same train. 

Belgian newspapers yesterday gen- 
erally condemned the overtures toward 
Germany and denounced the policies 
of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. 

Chairman Stone, of the United

‘hours has been considered a long life 
for an X-ray tube. 

Discovery of the long-life principle 
was an unexpected result of a conver- 


isation between two scientists talking 


on technical subjects as casually as 
two persons discussing the weather, 


Dr. W. R. Ham. professor of 
physics, was describing his experi- 
ments in relativity, a purely scientific 
study of no castieuins practical value, 
one phase of this research necessitated 
a study of electrons in an X-ray tube, 
io learn what they do and where they 
go. 

Electrons are part of the current 
which streams out from the cathode 
in the tube, jumps a short distance 
and strikes a “target,” 
metal, where the impact produces X- 
rays. The electrons spatter like the 
spray of a hose stream hitting a wall. 

The other party to the discussion. 
Dr. Wheeler P. Davey, professor of 
physical chemistry, was using X-ray 
tubes to investigate the structure ot

gave Dr. Davey the idea for the néw 
tube. 


In the electronic bombardment he 


saw the cause of the heating, and 
consequent cracking of the glass. Gei- 
ting rid of this electron spatter pro- 
duced the long life tube. 


Dr. Davey moved the target closer 
to the cathode, the source of the elec- 
tron stream. He placed it one-eighth 
of an inch distant instead of the usual 
one and one-quarter inches. 

In the short distance of one-eighth 
of an inch, the electrical field is sul- 
ficiently intense to hold the electrons 
within its confines. At longer dis- 
tances the field does not 
them as well. The action is like plac- 
ing the electrons in a stream of elec- 
trical wind so powerful that they can- 
not escape. Most of the spatter stops.

The wounded mechanic later was 
taken to Nizhni-Udinsk, where he was 
quartered in a car at the railroad 
station and given every attention by 
local authorities

cials.

One suggestion which has been ad- 
yanced in usually well informed offi- 
cial circles here has been that the 
proposed $500,000,000 lean be made 
on a basis which in effect would be 
a first mortgage on reparations. In 
such an arrangement, the loan would 
have priority over reparations pay- 
ments. 

It was not clear whether it would 
take precedence over both conditional 
and unconditional reparations.

The rocks on the reefs of the sea 
of distribution have wrecked many.
